SECTION i; The circuit courts in the following named 
cou^tie^ shall be holdeii at the time hereinafter men- 
tioned, to wit : in the county of Columbia on the 
Second, Tuesday in March, and the first Tuesday in 
October in ea^h year. In the county of Jefferson, on 
the seconid Tuesday 'after the first Monday of Tebj^- 
ary, and the second Tuesday after the first Monday' of 
September, in each year. 

Sec. 2. All writs, process, proceedings and recogni- 
zances heretofore issued, commenced, made or entered 
into, or which may be issued^ commenced, made or en- 
tered into, in or from said counts, or either of them, 
and all proceedings pending therein, or returnable 
thereto, whether by recognizances or otiif^rwise, shall be 
held and taken as returnable at the timers named in 
this act as the times for holding the said courls respec- 
tively.

ift the clear, between the piers, and shall have a /draw 
of not less than fifty feet over the main channel of said 
river; and said piers shall be so constructed a&tostjand 
parallel with the current of the river.

after to be constructed on said river, and for which acts 
^^ of incorporation have been obtained through the legis-

The People of the State of Wisconsin^ represented 
in Senate and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

BY WHOM, AND WHERE, PROPERTY SHALL BE LISTEI^. 

Section 1. Every person of full age and sound mind, 
not a married woman, shall list the real and personal 
property subject to taxation, of which such person as 
the owner, situate and being in the county in which he

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Your memorialists would further represent that the 
citizens of the lead mines on the east side of the Mis- 
sissippi, consider that they have stronger claims on the 
liberality of Congress for a donation of land to assist 
them in any public work which they may undertake 
•for the benefit of their section of the country, than 
those of any other portion of the valley of the Missis- 
sippi. The settlement of the lead mines was made at 
a verj early day, fully three hundred miles in advance 
of the frontier settlements of Illinois ; the mines lost 
the labor of twj seasons in defending their settlement 
against the inroads of the Indians, in the Winnebago 
and Black Hawk wars. By the settlement and con- 
quest, they were in possession of the country before 
the government acquired a title to the land by the 
treaties of 1829, and after the United States acquired a 
title, when the lands were surveyed and oflFered for 
saie by the President, they became purchasers, and in 
many instances paid over the minimum prices for 
-land on which they had previously paid heavy rents, 
as tenants of the government.

aid of the National Government ; and 

Whereas, The granting of such did is not, incom- 
patible with the action of the government in other case»^

ibmhtionto The memorial of the Legislature of the State of 
mtmdbif Wisconsin respectfully represents, That the northern 
Lidiaii title to ^^^^ of the State is rapidljr progressing in population and 
commercial importance.' It is hut a few years since 
the State was admitted into the IXnion, and at that time 
alni^ost the entire settlement of the country was em- 
braced within the southern tier of counties. The sec- 
tion north of Fox river was an Indian country in the 
occupancy of the New York and Menomonee tiibes of 
Indians. The treaty of 1848, with the Menomonees, 
and subsequent stipulations with other tiibes, have 
contracted the limits of the country held by Indian 
occupancy, to the reservation in possession of the 
Oneida near the pity of Green Bay, and that occupied 
by the Menomonees and Stockbridgeg a few miles 
northwest of it As fast a6 the Indian title has become 
extinguished the Iqnfls haye been settled by an intelli- 
gent and industrious population of white men, until 
the reservations themselves have become surrounded 
by white settlements, and seriously retard the advance- 
ment and general prosperity of that portion of the 
State. The counties of Brown and Outagamie, in 
which the Oneida Reserve is included, now number a 
population, exclusive of Indians, of more than twenty 
thousand souls. The cities of Green Bay and Apple- 
ton have sprung up within the last ten years to become 
important commercial points, and yet are cut off from 
proper thoroughfares with the interior, by this strip of 
Indian land exempt from taxation, and of course not 
subject to the usual burthens of constructing roads and 
other improvements necessary to the opening of a new 
country. The Oneida Indians, we are informed, are 
•willing to dispose of a large portion of the lands 
claimed by them, leaving only sufficient for their use 
and occupancy 8s agriculturalists. If this desirable ob- 
ject could be effected, it would offer a valuable tract of 
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public laad to tl^e immigraiit, mid' add largely^ to the 
woalida llad pixis|>erity^ and imftovetn^nt df the 'Stace!
